Applicant(s) invention relates to a variable speed wind turbine, and more 
specifically, to a variable speed wind turbine having a passive grid side rectifier. 

The system of a variable speed wind turbine has an electrical generator and 
power conversion system coupled to the electrical generator and having a passive grid 
side rectifier to provide power to the generator at below synchronous speed. 

There are inventions in the field that provide similar functionality and/or have 
similar features, as prior art of record shows. Applicant(s) invention differs from the 
prior art of record by the electrical scheme of the passive grid side rectifier supplying 
power to the generator at below synchronous speed, which was interpreted by the 
examiner in view of the disclosure. 

Examiner's search failed to find an electrical scheme for the variable speed wind 
turbine performing as claimed.
